Before,|slr, 1 can determine, for my* 
self, whether so great a military force 
hould be jraised, and at so great an bX- 
p«.nse, 1 km bound to enquire' iuto the 
object to Which that force is tu be appli- 
ed. 
If the public exigency tiiall, in my 
judgment, demand it; if any object con- 
nected with the protection of the coun- 
try, and the aafety of iu ciiisens, shall 
require it} and if 1 shall sea reasonable 
gmund lo.beliefa, that tbo Jorce if ben 
raised, wi^i be aj>plicd m meet that oxi- 
l^ency, and yield that protection, I shall 
not be reatrained, by any considerations 
of expense, from giving nty suppoi t to 
the measure. I am aware, that the coun- 
try needs defence, und i am anxious that 
iiefence should be provided for it, to the 
lullest extent,and in the promptest man- 
ner; 
But what IS tne objcct of this bill i 
To what service is litin army destined, 
when its ranks shuli be tilled i We are 
tuld, sir, that the frontier is invaded, and 
ihut troops are wanted to repel that in- 
vasion. it is too true that the fiontier ib 
invaded; that the war with all its hor- 
rors, ordinary and extraordinary, is 
brought within our own territory ; and 
lhat the inhabitants, near the country of 
the enemy, are compelled to fly, ligUtcd 
by the fires of their own' houses, or to 
tetay and meet the foe, unprotected by 
any atlequatc aid of t^ovenuiient. 
But 
shew meftliat by any vole of mini;,or any 
effort of mine,l cau coninbute to the re- 
lief of «uch disti esii. Sbew me, that the 
))Uf 
of i^uvccnnicnt, in tiii» ntcu!>ure, 
IS lo provide dtfence for tne frontieiti. 
1 aver 1 uee no vviUence of any such in- 
tviiiiori 
1 havt: no assuijuiicr that tlus 
arn^y will bi> applied to any such object. 
There arc, as wu* said by my honorable 
intend from Xew-York, (Mr.Grosvenor) 
»tiong reasons w infer the contrary ,fioni 
the fuel, that the force« hitherto raiaod^ 
liave not been so applied, in any sultabhl': 
or suflicieni proportion. 
The defence 
of our own territory seems hitherto to 
have been regarded as an object of se 
condary importance, a duty of a lower 
order than the iiivasion of the encnty.— 
*rhe army raiseci last year, was compe- 
tent to 'delend the frontier. 1 o that pur- 
pose, governmi-nt did not see fit to ap- 
ply it. 
it was not competent, as the 
event proved, to iovade wi|h success the 
piovinces oPthe enemy. 
To that pur- 
pose, however; it wa< applied. The sub- 
stantial benefit which might have been 
obtained, and ought to hav« been obtain- 
Oil, WM sacrificed to a scheme of con- 
quest, in my opinion a wild one, com- 
menced without means,pn^secuted with- 
out plan or concert, and ending in dis- 
grace. Nor is it the iiilund frontier only 
that hat been left defenceless 
The sea- 
coast tms been- in ruauy places, wholly 
exposed- 
Give ine leave to s*ate one 
instance. The mouth of one of the larg- 
est rivers lit the eastern section of the 
union is defended by a fort mounting 14 
guns. 
This fort, for a great part of the 
luMt season, was hotden by one man and 
one boy only —I state the fact on thr 
authority of an honorable gentleman of 
this house. Other rases, almost equally 
flagrant, are known to have existed; in 
some of which interests of a peculiar j 
> cbaracur and great ina|i>iiiidt bavo 


iNttation; iOn tbo cotrary, gentlemon 
toll OS, aapltciiit, thai tbo acqolaldd^ of 
CHoada ia atUI dMOi^'io bo an oaaaa- 
tlal object I and the foto of tho houae« 
within tbo laat boor, bM put tho matter 
beyond doubt. An boMMrible gentleman 
from Virginia. (MrlUMeircyJ has pro- 
posed an amendment m this bill, limit- 
ing the service of the troops te be ratsad 
by its provisions, to objects of defence. 
To the bill thus amended he offered his 
support, and would have been cheerfully 
followed by bis friendi. 
The amend- 
int nt vras rejected. It ia cartaio, there- 
fore, vhai the reil object of this proposi- 
ti<m to increase the military force to an 
OStruordiiiaiy degrae, bv oxtraorditiary 
OMon^. is to act over agiln the acmes of 
tbo two last campaigns. To that object 
1 cannot lend my anpport. 1 am already 
satisfied with the exhibition. 


Givo me leave to say, sir,that the tone 
on tbe aubjact of the conquest of Cana- 
ria, teams to be not a tittle changed.— 
Before tbe war, that conquest was re- 
prefented to be <|uite an easy »flair.— 
The valiant spinta who meditated it. 
wer«^only feartiti, lett it should be' tou 
easy, to ba gloiions. • 
They had no 
apprehension, exeept that resistance 
would not be ao powerful, as to render 
ihe victory splendid. These conKdent 
ttxpectationa were, however, accèmpa- 
uicd with a commendable spirit of mo 
deration, the true mark of great telnds, 
and it was gravely said, that we ^ ought 
not to make too large a grasp fo^ domi- 
aion, but to atop in our march 0f con- 
quest northward, somewhere about the 
Une of perpetttal congelation, and to 
leave to our encmiea or others, the re- 
sidue of the continent to the pole. How 
happens it, sir, that this country, so easy 
ot acquisition, and over which, according 
to the prophecies,we were to have been, 
by this time, legislating, dividing it into 
states and territories, is not yet ours 
Nay, sir, how happens it, that we are not 
even free of invasion ourselves; that 
t^entleinon here call on us, by all the 
motives of patriotism, to assist in the de- 
fence of our own aoil, and pourtray 
before us the state of the frontier, by 
frequent and animated allusion to all 
those topics, which the modes of Indian 
warfare usuvjiy suggest ? 


I his, Sir, is not what we were pro 
luiaod. Thia is not the entertainment to 
which we were invited 
This is no 
fulfilment of those predictions, which 
It was deemed obstinacy itself not to be- 
lieve. 
This ia not that harvest of 
greatness and glory, the seeds of which 
were supposed to be sown, with the 
deòlaratton of war. 


When we ask, sir, for the cause of 
these disappolntmenta, we are told tiiut 
they are owuig to the opposition u hich 
the war encounters,in tnib house, and 
uuiong the people* All the evils which 
afflict the country, are imputed to op 
position. This is the fashionable doc- 
(riiiR, iMth here and elsewhere. 
It is 
!iuid to be owing to opposition that the 
war bbcamc necessary ; and owing to 
apposition also that it Itas been prosecut 
ed with no better success. 


This, sir, is no new stndn. It has 
been sang a thousand times 
It is tne 
ronstaut tune of evei^ weak or wicked 
administiation 
What minister ever 
yet acknowledged, that the evils which 
f«>ll on nis country were the necessary 
^consequences of his own incapacity 
Uis own folly, or his own corruption Ì 
Whiit pitssessor of political power eve r 
yet failed to charge the mischiefs reault* 
ing from his own measures upon those 
who had uniformly opposed those meas- 
ures ? f he pi opie of tbe United States 
may well remember the administration 
«tf lord North. 
He lost America to his 
country. 
Yet he coMld find pretences 
for throwing the odium upon hu oppo- 
nents. 
He could throw it upon those 
who had forewarned himofGi>nsequenc- 
es from the first, and wbo had oppos 
cd him, at every stage of bis disastrous 
policy, with all the force of truth, and 
reason, and talent. 
It was not hie own 
weakness, bis own ambition, his own 
love of arbitrary power, which disaffect- 
ed the colonies. 
It was not the tea act, 
the stamp act, or the Boston port bill, 
that severed the empire of Britain. 
Oh, no !—It was owing to nVfault of 
administration. 
It was the work of op- 
position 
It was the Impertinent bold- 
ness of Chatham ; the idle declamation 
of Fox ; and the unseasonable sarcasm 
of Barre ! These men, and men like 
them, would not jo'm the minister in 
his American war. They would not 
give the nan»« and character of wisdom 
to that which they believed to be the 
extreme of folly. They would not 
pnMtounco tboao meaturoa juat and

the imitation la suflfclontty exact. 
It 
i*eqttlrea little imagination to . fancy 
ono'a aelfsoinetimetto be llttening to 
a reciutien of tbo captivating orations 
of tbe occupante of lord Nortli's treasu- 
ry bench. We are told that our oppo- 
sition hat divided the government, and 
divided the country. 
Rembmber, air, 
the atate of the government and of the 
country, when the war wat declared 
Did not differencf^ of opinion tlten 
exist ? Do we not know that this 
house was divided ? Do we not know 
that the other iiouse waaatUl more di- 
vided ? Doea not every man, to whom 
the public documents are accessible, 
know, that in that other house, one 
single vote, having been given other* 
wise that! it was, would have rejecteii 
the act declaring war, and adopted u 
different cooi-ae of measures ^ A pa- 
rt-ntal,guardian government would huvc 
regarded that state of things. 
It would 
have weighed such considerations~-i' 
would have enquired coolly and dis- 
paHHionately into the state of pubiit 
opinion, in the states of this confed- 
eracy—it would have looked especially 
to those states, most concerned in thL 
profrased objects of the war, and whose 
interests were to be most deeply affect 
cd by it. 
Such a government, knowing 
that its strength consisted in the union 
of opinion among the people, would 
itave taken no step, of such im'portance, 
without that union ; nor would it have 
mistaken mere party feeling for na- 
tional sentiment. 


That occasion, sir, called for a large 
and liberal view of things 
Not only the 
degree of union in the sentiments of 
the people ; but the nature and struc 
ture of the govermnent ; the general 
habits and pursuits of the community ; 
the probable consequences of the war, 
immédiate and rn note, on oui civil in 
stitutions ; the effect of a vast ;mittiury 
patronage ; the variety of important lo 
cal interests and objects ¡—these were 
confiderations essentially belonging to 
the subject. 
It was not enough that 
government could make out its cause 
of war on paper, and got the better ol 
Enghind in the argument. 
This W4S 
requisite ; but not ail that was requisite. 
The question of war or peace, In a 
country like this, is not to be compress- 
ed into the compass that would befit a 
small litigation. 
It is not to be made to 
tuf n upon a pin. Incapable In its nature 
ol being dccided upon technical rules, it 
is unfit tu be discussed in the manner 
which usually appertains to the forensic 
habit. It ahoutd be regarded as a great 
question, not only of right, bot also of 
prudence and expediency. 
Reason^ of 
•A general nature ; reasons of a moral na- 
ture ; considerations which go buck to 
me origin of our institutions, and other 
considerations which look forward to 
our hopeful progress in future times, 
all belong, in their just proportions und 
gradations, to a question, in the deter- 
mination of which, the happiness of the 
present and of future generations may 
be so much concerned. 


I have heard no satisfactory vindica- 
tion of the war on grounds like those. 
They appear not to have suited the tem- 
per of thut time. 
Utterly astonished at 
the dcckration of war, 1 have been sur- 
prized at nothing since 
Ualess all his- 
tory deceived me, I saw how it would 
be prosecuted, when 1 saw how it was 
beguni There is in the nature of things 
an unchangeable relation between rash 
counsels and fifeble execution. 


l|t waii not,sir,the minority,that brought 
on the war. Look to your records, from 
the date of the embargo, in 18U7, to Juin-, 
1812. Every thing that men could do, 
they did, to stay your course. When ai 
last they could effect no n«ore,lbcy urg- 
ed you to delay your measures. 
They 
entreated you to give yet a little tin^e 
lor délibération, and to wait for favour- 
able events. 
As if inspired for the pur- 
(lose of arresting your pr^^gress, they 
bid before you the consequences of 
your measures, jutt as we have since 
seen them take place. 
They predicted 
to you their effects on public o' iinon 
They told you, that instead of heulit g 
they would infirme political dissensions 
—I'hey pointed out to you also, what 
would and what must happen on the 
frontier. That which since hath happen 
cd there, is but tbeir prediction, turned 
into history. 
Vuin is the hope, then, oi 
«leaping juat ratnbution, by imputiug
